ARGUMENTS BEGIN 
IN MURDER TRIAL 
AT BIRMINGHAM 


State and Defense Rest 
After Introducing Many 
Witnesses--Piedro Guss- 
man on Stand. 


DESCRIBES COURTSHIP 
OF RUTH STEPHENSON 


Defendant, on Stand, De- 
clares That He Consid- 
ers Gussman, Daughter’s 
Husband, a Negro.

Birmingham, Ala., October 20. 
The case of Rev. Edwin R. Stephen- 
son, on trial charged with second de- 
gree murder in connection with the 
killing of Father James E. Coyle, 
August 11, is expected to go to the 
jury late tomorrow. Testimony was 
concluded and arguments begun late 
today, under an agreement that each 
side would consume two and a 
half hours’ argument, The argu- 
ments are expected to be concluded 
by 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon, 
after which Judge W. E, Fort will 
deliver his charge and the jury will 
retire to decide the guilt or inno- 
cence of the minister. 

It was indicated tonight that the 
case would go to the jury between 
4 and § o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Indication of the plea of the state 
for the conviction of the defendant 
was given this afternoon by the 
speech of Mr. Morrow, who began} 
his remarks by reading the preamble 
to the congtitution of the United 


States, and asked that the jury will | 


récal] the words of that document 
when it goes to the jury room to 
decide the casé 


Statement Excluded. 


A special plea was made that the 
jurors not let themselves be swayed 
by prejudice. He appealed that they 
should put any personal feeling 
aside, and decide upon the case 
purely from the evidence. The 
charge was made that the defense 
had entered the insanity plea solely 
as a means of prejudicing the minds 
of the jurors. Hugo Black, of the 
defense, objected to this statement, 
and it was excluded by the court, 

“The eyes of the entire country 
are turned upon this Birmingham 
jury,” Mr. Morrow declared; “they 
want to see whether a southern jury 
wil] free a murderer because of prej- 
udice.,”’ 

Mr. Morrow consumed 46 minutes 
of the time allotted to the state. 

B. H, Bell was the first witness 
placed upon the stand by the state 
in rebuttal this afternoon, Mr. Bell 
testified that Stephenson’s charac- 
ter was not good. He admitted on 
cross-examination, that he had bit- 
ter feeling toward him. Stephenson 
was placed on,the stand by the state, 
and he identified a gun handed him 
by Solicitor Tate as being the one 
he had used to shoot the priest. 


Gussman on Stand. 

Pedro Gussman, son-in-law of 
Stephenson, whose marriage to Ruth 
Stephenson was followed by the kill- 
ing of the priest, was introduced 
by the state. 

.Gussman testified that he was 43 
years of age, and had lived in Bir- 
mingham fourteen or fifteen years. 

He declared he had known Ruth 
Stephenson eight years. He said he 
got the marriage license with which 
to.marry her at the Bessemer court. 
Father Coyle, he said, married them 
about 6 o’clock at the Catholic rec- 
tory. No previous arrangements 
had been made for Father Coyle to 
perform the ceremony, he said. 

“Il was born in Porto Rico,” he 
said. “My father and mother were 
born In Spain.” 

When the witness was taken over 
by the defense Black handed him a 
newspaper clipping and asked him if 
it were his picture. He replied that 
it was supposed to be, and that it 
was taken when he was arrested on 
suspicion of having committed a 
murder in Illinois. 

“I want the jury to see this pic- 
ture taken before the witness had 
his hair worked on,” Judge Black 
said. 


Wife Is Missing. 

Gussman testified that he had 
never been to the Stephenson home 
to see Ruth. His first wife died 
eleven years ago, he said. He said 
he proposed marriage to Ruth two 
or three years before their marriage, 
but waited until she became of age. 

“Who got you to marry her?” Mr. 
Black asked. 

“I got myself,” he replied. 

“She stayed with you but a week?” 

“Oh, yes, she did.” 

“Where is she now?” 

“I don't know. She left me on 
Labor day, and I have not seén her 
since.” 

“Didn't you propose to her when 
she was 13 years old, and then with- 
out having seen her for seven

French Communists Plot 
to Retaliate Against 
American Officials for 
Executions in U. S. 


FRIDAY IS DAY SET 
FOR THREATENED ACTS 


Police Guard American 
Offices and. Consulates. 
Probe for Sender of Her- 
rick Bomb Continues.

Paris. October 20.—-A plot by 
French communists. to take retalias. 
‘tory meastres against all ‘Americayg 
officiajs in Wrance in the event of 
the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti, 
the two men convicted in a United 
States court of murder, was revealed 
tonight when it became known that 
threats had been made to blow up 
the offices of the American repara~ 
tions commissioner and the passport 
-bureau.. 

Threatening letters, warning of 
reprisals in the event of the death 
of the two men, were also received 
today by the American consul gen- 
eral, Alexander M. Thackara, and the 
American consuls at Marseilles, Bor- 
deaux and Lyons. In consequence 
of this strong forces of police are 
guarding the new building near the 
Place de L’Etoile occupied by the 
reparations and passport offices, and 
also the consulate in the Rue des 
Italiens. The police in Bordeaux, 
Lyons and Marseilles are guarding 
the consulates there. 

The letters to the passport and 
reparations officials were not signed, 
but a letter received by Mr. Thack- 
ara this evening was signed by the 
communist organization in a smal] 
town near Lille. It said that retalia- 
tory measures would be _ taken 
against American citizens in France 
if the men were executed. 


No Arrests. 


No arrests were announced up to 
a late hour conight. by the French 
police in connection with the explo- 
sion of a bomb in Ambassador Her- 
rick’s home, and the police say they 
have abandoned the theory of a plot 
and believe that the sending of the 
bomb was the act ‘of an individual 
communist. 

The police have discovered the 
district postoffice where the pack- 
age was mailed, but have been una- 
ble to find any trace of the sender. 
The postoffice is located in the 
workmen's quarter. In the mean- 
time, Ambassador Herrick received 
46 more letters of protest during 
the day, culminating with the arri- 
val late in the afternoon of another 
letter, threatening the lives of. 
American officials in France. 

The Americans do not accept this 
theory of the police; they believe 
that a widespread plot actually ex- 
ists to do serious harm te Ameri- 
cans. The latest letter to the am- 
bassador is signed by the commu- 
nist-socialist and young communist 
organizations of Chalons-sur- 
Marne and is stamped with the offi- 
cial seal of these bodies. 

Tomorrow (Friday) is the day 
generally set for carrying out the 
threats and demonstrations, and the 
French police are taking every pre- 
caution to prevent gatherings oS any 
kind near the buildings occupied by 
Americans. 

Charge Frame-Up. 

Consul General Thackara has re- 
ceived ten letters, but all couched 
in mild lenguage, except one. Of 
those sent to the ambassador today 
only one is of an inflammatory 
character; many are politely 
phrased and merely protest against 
the executions, 

The Journal du Peuple, the com- 
munist organ, speaking for the com- 
munists of Paris, dismisses the at- 
tempt on Ambassador Herrick’s life 
as “purely and simply a police 
machination.”

They were 
going into Jonesboro, but had taken 
a side road which led up to the main 
crossing, making a diagonal cut and 
forming an intersection with the 
main highway just where it crosses 
the railroad tracks. 

The passenger train was moving 
swiftly and struck the heavily-laden 
truck squarely broadside, hurling 
both occupants several feet and

Killed Instantty. 


The older brother was killed in- 
stantly as he was dead when picked 
up a few minutes later by residents 
of the vicinity who heard the crash 
and hastened to the scene.

MERICAN TROOPS 
10 STAY ON RHINE, 
DESPITE TREATIES 


Government to Keep 
Small Force in Europe 

“Harmonizing Influ- 
ence” in Occupied Area. 


TROUBLE IN CONGRESS 
IS FREELY EXPECTED

Snag to Its Pacifist In-

Washington,. October 20.—A 
“harmonizing influence” ig still ur- 
gently needed along the Rhine so 
American troops will be retained 
there indefinitely. 

Until European conditions are 
more stabilized and some interna- 
tional understanding is substituted 
for the allied Rhine police force so 
that France may feel insured 
against German aggression or fail- 
ure to meet the Versailles treaty 
terms an American force will con- 
tinue in the occupied territory. With 
the exchange of treaty ratifications 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, however, the present Ameri- 
can troops will be reduced in num- 
bers. 

The decision of this government 
in the matter is due to a combina- 
tion of circumstances and is inter- 
esting because it is contrary to the 
original intention of President Har- 
ding and sharply opposed to the 
demands of a number of republican 
senate leaders. 

Trouble in Cengress. 

Retention of forces on the Rhine 
is certain to cause some trouble in 
congress, and bring a demand in 
the senate for their return. Sena- 
tors of the “irreconcilable” group, 
with the support of others, were 
prepared to introduce _ resolutions 
demanding the Rhine army’s return 
months ago. They were dissuaded 
by the argument that the negotia- 
tion and ratification of a peace 
treaty would accomplish their pur- 
pose. Prominent among them were 
Senators Borah and Johnson, irrec- 
oncilable Jeaders. 

“All senators who voted for the 
peace treaty in the belief that it 
méan the return of the soldiers will 
be interested,” said Borah Thurs- 
day. 

He said he had not determined 
what action he would take, if any. 

The situation eonfronting the 
United States government, how- 
ever, is this: 

At present France is maintaining 
an army on the Rhine of approxi- 
mately 170,000 men, Belgium has 
17,000 and Engitand about 14,000. 
The American force of 15,000 is re- 
garded as one of the best disciplined 
and most efficient forces in Europe— 
but what has made it extremely 
valuable in the trying situation 
existing there is that it commands 
the respect of all concerned—both 
the allies and Germany—because of 
the troops’ good nature. comrade- 
ship and self-control. They have 
not been influenced by the same 
intense emotions that have stirred 
the peoples of those countries over- 
run by the Germans and hence, have 
commanded confidence of both sides. 
have prevented numerous clashes 
and have come to be known as the 
harmony army on the Rhine. 

Act as Peacemakers. 

This is the reason given by those 
urging retention of the American 
troops. If they were withdrawn in 
their entirety, it {s pointed out, 
French troops unquestionably would 
have to step into the gap made by 
their departure. This would place 
an almost continuous line of French 
soldiers along the German border 
because the British and Belgian} 
sectors are very small.

LEAGUE DECISION 
DIVIDING SILESIA 
IS MADE PUBLIC 


Plebiscite Area Is Almost 
Equally Divided Between 
Germans and Poles, Says 
Communique. 


SEEKS CO-OPERATION 
FROM BOTH NATIONS 


Fifteen-Year Period Al- 
lowed Under Decision 
for Gradual Inaugura- 
tion of New Rule.

Paris, Oetober 20.—The decision 
of the council of the league of na- 
tions on the upper Silesian ques- 
tion, made public here today, di- 
vides the plebiscite area in almost 
equal parts between Poland and 
Germany. as to the number of com- 
munes, and provides administrative 
machinery for the gradual inaugu- 
ration of the new regime over a 
period of fifteen years, 

The long-waited boundary line, 
according to an official commu- 
nique, will follow the Oder river to 
Niebetschau, assigning twenty-two 
communes in this southern section 
to Germany and nineteen to Poland. 
The line is further traced in detail 
by the names of villages, the com- 
munique stating that in this more 
northeriy section Germany obtains 
twenty communes and Poland twen- 
ty-one. North of Lissau, the fron- 
tler will follow the old boundary 
line to the point where it joins that

In order to insure the continuity 
of peaceful economie life in upper 
Silesia after the partition, the coun- 
cil of ambassadors is urged to take

Cision, and as for the German rail- 
way system, a system of common 
exploitation, is to exist throughout 
the fifteen years.

Chiefs of the “Big Five” 
Unions Return to Cleve- 
land After Conference 
Adjourns. 


BOTH SIDES PREPARE 
FOR PENDING STRIKE 


Believed in Washington, 
However, That Presi- 
dent May Act to Prevent 
Threatened Walkout. 


Washington, October 20.—Presi- 
dent Harding wil! probably person- 
ally intervene if necessary to effect 
an agreement among rialroad work- 
ers, railroad executives and the 
railrodd labor board to prevent the 
threatened strike. 

This was the belief late Thursday 
of officials here who have watched 
the developments in the situation 
and who were greatly disappointed 
at the failure of the Chicago con- 
ference Thursday between the labor 
board and brotherhood leaders te 
attain definite results. 

lt was the belief here that Har- 
ding might do as former President 
Wilson did some years ago, when 
the great rail strike was threaten- 
ing—bring labor and executive te 
Washington in an effort to reach an 
agreement. The result of that con- 
ference was a failure, and the oute 
come was the forcing through cone 
gress of the Adamson eight-hour 
law. 

If Harding calls'a similar confer- 
ence he will have as weapons with 
which to work in bringing labor 
to terms: 

Promise of a reduction in freight 
rates and promise to seek from the 
executives assurance that they will 


| not press demands for further wage 


decreases. 


railroads: 

Promise to male every effort + 
drive through the railroad tunding 
measure and possibly assurances that 
the administration would support 
repeal of the Adamson elght-hour 
law. 

Meantime, measures are going for- 
ward to break the strike if it oc- 
curs. Mail trains will be operated 
out of all the leading cities at the 
rate of two a day. Airplanes will 
supplement the mail train service, 
but it is realized by authorities that 
the planes can not handle more than 
about 10 per cent of the service out 
of any medium-sized city, and that 
one of their greatest attributes 
would be in arousing the spirit of 
the people to help break the strike. 
The planes, in other words, would 
be used as much for Ppropagands 
purposes as for mail business.

“The labor board and the brother- 
hood chiefs exchanged views in @ 
perfectly pleasant way. The inter- 
view was beneficial, but we cannot 
say.that any definite results were 
obtained. 

“The five union presidents de- 
parted for their organization head- 
quarters tonight with the announce- 
ment that plans for the proposed 
strike would go right ahead.” 


The five union presidents imme- 
diately wert into a secret confer- 
ence. with the announcement that 
they wotld probably go back to 
Cleveland tonight. 

“The adjournment is final,” Chair- 
man R. M. Barton, of the _ labor 
board, announced. “We do not plan 
any further pontergncte with the 
labor lenders nor do we plan, at 
present, to call in the railroad presi- 
dents. I cannot say what our next 
step might be.” 

Faces Are Solemn. 

While the board members came 
out of the afternoon session smiling 
and in a jovial mvuvd, they left the 
night meeting with solemn faces 
and refused to publicly discuss the 
session—aside from the statements 
by Chairman Barton and Vice Chair- 
man Hooper. “ 

Union leaders said the board had 
not presented anything which they 
looked on aS any way 2 tangible 
proposition. 

“St’'s somebody's move nexty’ said 
the head of one of the larger of 
the five organizations. “Whether 
it’s ours, the board’s or the roads’, 
I don’t know. I only know that the 
board brought us here and talked 
four hours without presenting any- 
thing which we could even consider 
as a compromise. The meeting was 
absolutely without results. We are 
going back to our headquarters. 
There is nothing scheduled imme- 
diately except to go right ahead 
with the plans for a strike.” 

No Immediate Plans. 
Members of the poard said that 
while the conference had ended and 
no immediate plans had been made, 
it still was possible to hold further 
meetings with the labor men be- 
fore the date of the scheduled walk- 
out arrives. 

“The board is determined to g6 
as far as possible under the law,” 
one ‘member said, “and if it Is un- 
able to accomplish anything, it will 
be the fault of law, rather than that 
of the board. We are satisfied that 
some governmental agency will find 
a solution of the situation, as every 
possible angle of the matter fs un- 
doubtedly being investigated down 
at Washington.” 

None of the board members would 
indicate an optimistic view of the 
day’s proceedings. Some members 
were inclined to the view that even 
the issuance of a strike order was} 
tantamount to a violation of a board 
decision and that the brotherhoods 
could properly be cited to appear 
before the board for a forma] de- 
termination as to whether its orders 
had been defied. 

“The entire board feels that it is 
much better ‘informed on the eftu- 
ation and we hope that some good

may yet result from the board's in- 
quiry,” said this member. 
Labor Men Firm. 

Board members. said that the !a- 
bor chiefs remained inflexidle in 
maintaining that the present fight 
was a fight for the life of their 
organizations. The difficulties in 
the present crisiq were declared by 
the union men, it was said, to 
entirely the fault of the carriers, 
the brotherhood men taking the po- 
sition that many railroads had vio- 
lated the board’s orders, They made 


¥ it clear to the board, however, mem- 


bers said, that they did not consider 
these violations the fault of the 
board, but due to the fact that the 
transportation act “had no teeth.” 

Continual alleged violation of the 
board's order had convinced the em- 
ployées, they were quoted as telling 
the board, that there would be no 
end to encroachments on what the 
railroad workers considered their 
rights. Prior statements of the 
brotherhood leaders have repeatedly 
/aSserted that the question of work- 
ing rules, which they said they had 
been years in working up, was the 
crux of the whole situation. Prac- 
tically nothing was said in the*con- 
ference today about the 12 per cent 
wage reduction of last July 1, which 
was the technical basis on which 
the strike was called, it was learned. 

Members of the board said they 
dia not consider that the board had 
exhausted its powers, and that an 
executive session would be held to- 
morrow when further procedure 
would be determined. 

“Nothing te Offer.” 

Union heads expressed the opinion 
that “if there were any concrete re- 
sults of the conference they lay in 
the fact that the minds of the labor 
board members were disabused of 
the idea that the unions were not 
sincere in calling a strike.” 

“When we went in there,” said one 
chief, “the board seemed to be of 
the opinion that we had been bluft- 
ing and were just waiting for some 
one to dissuade us from carrying out 
the strike order. : 

“Believing this, the board had vir- 
tually nothing to offer in the way 
of a settiement plan. Its members 
talked a lot, but actually had little 
to say of importance, merely trying 
to get us to change our stand. 


‘They seemed to think that we 
eould postpone the strike until we 
made it plain that that could not 
even be considered and that there 
must be a settlement satisfactory 
to us or the walkout will begin at 
6 a. m., October 39. 

Hope for Angel. 

“We hope some angel will appear 
swith a plan to avert the strike, but 
there were no such angels at today’s 


meetings. 

“rhe chief result of the confer- 
ence was that the labor board knows 
We are not bluffing and we Know 
that they had no real plan to offer. 

While the zone of the strike activ- 
ities shifted back to Cleveland with 
the ending of tonight's conference, @ 
union man close to the brotherhood 
ehfefs said he expected the next 
st to be taken from Washington. 


“The labor board has, of course, 
forwarded a full report of the con- 
ference to Washington,” he said. “If 
there are further steps toward con- 
ciliation, they will be taken there. 
The unions will do nothing further. 

Eleven Mark Time. 

The eleven “standard’ unions 
which have voted for a strike, but 
have not called one, merely marked 
time today, taking no action pending 
the outcome of the labor board con- 
ference.

This action fol@wed a visit to 
where the shooting took 
place, the sneriff and his deputies 
being accompanied by Miss Brewer, 
who again detailed just how Byars 
was standing in front of his auto- 
mobile when the assassin’s shot was 
fired from the darkness. 

Says Woman Is Innocent. 

Sheriff Hicks tonight declared he 
is satisfied Miss Brewer is entirely 
innocent of any connection with the 
shooting and knows nothing about 
the motive for anyone else firing 
the fatal shot. 

Luther Miller, friend of Byars and 
also an employee of the local office 
of Morris ana company. appeared at 
the sheriff’s office today and made 
a complete denial] of any connection 
with the crime. Miller was absent 
from the city at the time the inquest 
over Byars’ body was held and nis 
name entered into the vroceedines. 

Miss Brewer admitted at that time 
that she had been out with Miller 
two or three times during the ab- 
sence of Byars, but that could not be 


was made to detain Miller in con- 
nection with the case, 


Two New Theoried. 

There were no further develop- 
ments in conection with the angle 
eoncerning a young Bir] friend of 
Byars who died at a local hospital 
last August. The burial permit saiq 
she died of acute peritonitis. This 
case was mentioned at the inquest, 
but the details were not gone into.

Washington, October 20.— (By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Miss 
Garland Johnson, Bridgeport, W. Va.., 
was awarded a four years univet- 
sity werner when offered for the best 
essay written by high school pupils 
during the 1921 “good roads and 
highway transport” national essay 
contest conducted by the highway 
and highway transport education 
committee, through ten of the lead- 
ing newspapers in the United States. 
including The Atlanta Constitution. 

The scholarship, which has a 
value of not less than $4,000. is 
given by H. S. Firestone, a member 
of the committee. This is the sec- 
ond scholarship of its kind to be 
given by Mr. Firestone. A third 
contest for a similar prize will be 
announced éarly in 2. 

National judges were Dean A. N. 
Johnson, department of engineering, 
University of Maryland: Harford 
editor of Collier’s Weekly, 
and C. H. Huston. assistant secre- 
tary. United States department of 
commerce. The judges read fifty- 
two esSays, the best from each 
state and territory. 

Miss Johnson's essay follows: 

Winning Essay. 

“This morning the clank of chains 
and tramp of horses’ hoofs called 
me to the window where the road 
scraper was smoothing the highway 
before the house. This afternoon 
a sudden rain storm undid the work 
leaving struggling motor cars 
ploughing axle-deep in clayey West 
Virginia mud. Last March the up- 
keep of the dirt roads in the county 
cost $22.000, besides which the 
muddy roads caused expensive .dam- 
ages and delays. This ts the ‘mud 
tax’ which every one must pay di- 
rectly or indirectly. Permanent 
highways will mean higher taxes 
but they will be more than repaid 
by increased real estate values and 
lowered transnortation costs. 

“The invention of the raflroad 
during the early develonment . of 
this country made it possible for the 
nation to spread over vast terri- 
tories in a few decades. A historian 
tells us that twelve thousand 
warons passed between Pittsbure, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore in 1817. 
This would make a week's traffic 
over the Pennsylvania railroad now. 
The railroad situation is a _ vital 
problem today for when transpor- 
tation breaks down civilization can- 
not stand. The country’s needs have 
outgrown the railroads and the mo- 
tor truck on vermanent hichways 
seems to he the solution for our 
transportation nroblem. 

“The agricultural population of 
a country is the foundation of fts 
prosperity. The influx of popula- 
tion to our cities {s the most charac- 
‘teristic movement of todav and Is 
largelv caused by the isolation of 
farm life. Good roads and the fami- 
Iv car give the farmer’s familv 
social advantages and make possible 
a consolidated school and central 
church for the farm district. 

Cost of Living. 

“The problem of the ‘high cost 
of living’ is largely a distribution 
problem. Transportation takes tol] 
from every consumer. With hard 
surface roads a team or truck can 
pull ten times as great a load as 
on muddy roads, and the farmer can 
move his crops in accordance with 
the market rather than the condi- 
tion of the roads, thus reducing 
storage costs and discouraging 
speculation. Good roads lower liv- 
ing costs by keeping the producer

CLAUDE WEST MARES

Bonds aggregating $17,000 have 
been made by Claude A. West, for- 
mer executive secretary in the of- 
fice of three Georgia governors 
against whom indictments have 
been returned charging forgery and 
larceny after trust in alleged dis- 
crepancies in his accounts totalling 
between $8,000 and $10,000. Follow- 
ing the return of three indictments 
against West by the Fulton county 
grand jury a bond of $10,000 was 
fixed in addition to the bond for 
$7,000 which he had previously made 
following his arrest on a warrant 
charging embezzlement. 

It was learned Thursday that the 
auditors from the office of Haskins 
& Sells, who have been examining 
his accounts for the last four years 
have completed their work on his 
books up to the time the Hardwick 
administration took charge June 25. 
The auditors are now at work on 
the books since that date as West 
was employed for two months in the 
office of Governor Hardwick. The 
auditors will make their report to 
Governor Hardwick on his return to 
Atlanta Saturday.

All inhabitants of the plebiscite 
area are to be allowed to cross 
the frontier without formality, 
which arrangement is to remain ef- 
frective until Polish legislation has 
been established in the area. All 
Poles ‘Oore in the German zone 
and all Germans living in the Polish 
zone are to keep their respective 
domiciles over the fifteen years. All 
Poles over 18 years old living in 
the German Zone are to have two 
years in which to choose their na- 
tionality.

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TOYING WITH ANARCHY. 


The assaults that have recently 
been made upon American author- 


ity and American dignity by or- 


ganized communists in Europe, 
culminating last Wednesday in the 
dynamiting of the home of Ambas- 
sador Herrick, in Paris, an armed 
attack upon the United States con- 
sulate at Brest, and a belligerent 
demonstration against our embas- 
sy in Brussels, should bring home 
to us a realization of the grave 
peril that lies in our past policy 
of temporizing and dealing len- 
iently with anarchy in this country. 

Those acts of violence were com- 
mitted obviously for the purpose 
of securing by intimidation the re- 
anarchists 
now in custody and awaiting death 
sentence for the commission of 
two brutal murders, for which 
they were convicted after fair 
trials, in Massachusetts last sum- 
mer. 

Evidence reported to be in the

There 
would be no baseball if men were 
permitted to break the rules at will. 
Every law is made for a purpose. 
The one against the playing of ex- 
hibition games after a world’s séries 
was. Therefore, no player, famous 
or mediocre, has the right to tram- 
ple on it.” 

Ruth, who, evidently like his 
Biblical namesake, believes in 
gleaning while the gleaning is 
good, retorts by stating positively 
that he is “going to play exhibition 
baseball until November 1, and 
Judge Landis is not going to stop 
us.” He says’ with refreshing 
frankness that he is “out to earn 
an honest dollar,” and, with be- 
goming modesty, “at the same time 
give baseball fans an opportunity 
to see the big players in action.” 

Now, the question is, will the 
high commissioner of baseball 
dare to punish the idol of the fans 
—the man who has brought more 
money into baseball coffers than 
any other player ever did—with a 
term of suspension from league 
ball? 

Dignity, if not the very life of 
the present baseball system, may 
demand that; but what about the 
treasuries of the American league? 

Needless to say, the unfolding of 
developments in this affair will be 
watched with interest by the 
American public. 


THE LEAVEN AT WORK. 

The Wall Street Journal, in an 
editorial reproduced in another 
column of this page, sees in the 
movement which it says is under 
way to establish a contract grain 
market in Atlanta, an indication 
that “the leaven of diversified 
farming and crop rotation”.in the 
south “is beginning to work.” 

This surmise is undoubtedly 
correct; and the sooner. the 
“leaven” completes its work, and 
the south is put upon a sound 
basis of progressive, modern, 
scientific agriculture and made 
self-supporting—the better it will 
be for this section and the whole 
country. 

Some time ago Mr. D. C. Har- 
rower, an editorial correspondent 
for The Wall Street Journal, spent 
several weeks travelling over the 
south and studying: agricultural, 
industrial and business conditions 
here; and the editorial to which 
we call attention is based upon 
his observations and conclusions. 
We commend it to our readers as 
a timely presentation of the agri- 
cultural situativg in this state.

must look to other p %& 
cotton for their means— 
hood, and as the source of reve- 
nue with which to operate. 

It is not a question of getting 
away from cotton; for cotton has 
got away from us! The boll 
weevil has attended to that; and 
now it is a question of producing 
other crops and farm commodities 
to take the place of cotton. 

We can produce the other crops 
without difficulty. There is not a 
soil product of the Temperate 
Zone that cannot be successfully 
grown somewhere in Georgia! 

The Wall Street Journal says 
specifically oi corn that “Georgia 
is a natural corn producer,” and 
there is no reason why this state 
cannot rival Iowa in that respect. 

That is true. And the same 
thing is true of live stock and all 
the other farm products that have 
made Iowa and its sister states of 
the middle west rich and famous. 

One of our greatest needs is 
more and better marketing facili- 
ties for our products. 

The proposed grain market 
would undoubtedly work wonders 
in encouraging the production of 
corn. 

But we need similar marketing 
facilities through which to main- 
tain immediate contact with the 
demand for the potatoes, the pea- 
muts, the syrup, the tobacco, the 
various fruits and vegetables, the 
cattle, the pigs, the dairy prod- 
ucts, etc., which Georgia is cap- 
able of producing in immense 
volume. 

Not only the farmers, but the 
bankers, the merchants, the man- 
ufacturers, the professional men 
and women—everybody in Geor- 
gia, in fact—can well afford to 


do everything within their power, 


to hasten that process. 


We have barely begun to feed 
on “the fat of the land.” Wait 
till backbone ahd sparerib time 
comes in full and fine!

“Corn Production 


In the South”— 
And What It Means 


(From The Wall Street Journal.) 

Those who confidently expect the 
southern states to continue planting 
a large acreage of cotton should 
give heed to probable changes in 
the agriculture of the south. A 
movement is under way. to establish 
a contract grain market at Atlanta. 
If cotton men have noticed the news 
item they have given it no thought. 
Yet, if carried out, it will have an 
important bear§ng on the future 
of cotton. 

This movement shows that the 
leaven of diversified farming and 
crop rotation is beginning to work. 
The leading farmers of the south 
have no illusions on the situation 
brought about by the boll weevil. 
They realize that they can not pro- 
duce cotton as heretofore, but that 
a change to gther crops has its dif- 
ficulties. Recently a body of them, 
all large farmers in middle Geor- 
gia, discussed the question with a 
representative of The Wall Street 
Journal. As they all saw it, the 
greatest difficulty was the lack of 
markets. 

Georgia is a natural cogn producer, 
Its present acreage of 5,865,000 acres 
is 15 per cent greater than last 
year. Its estimated production of 
20,000,000 bushels, compared with 
76,000,000 last year, places it thir- 
teenth in the list of producers. It 
could easily go higher in the list 
Corn 
and hogs have made Iowa one of 
the richest farming states in the 
union, 
er state well fitted for corn and 
live stock might approach Iowa if 
given the proper marketing facil- 
ities. 

It is claimed that corn can be 
safely kept in store in the Atlanta 
district. Establishment of a contract 


that 
for all the surplus corn of the state, 
and more, too. The farmer of Iowa 
or Nebraska can always dispose of 
his corn at the market price. Cred- 
it will always be given on ware- 
house receipts representing grain 
safely stored. Give the Georgia 
farmer the same facilities and he 
will meet the weevil invasion by 
plantiny more corn and diversified 
crops. This is exactly (what is 
meant by the Atlanta movement, 
and in time the cotton market will 
realize its full significance. 


“A New Farm Program.” 


(From the Buffalo Courier.) 

That, according to The Atlanta 
Constitution, is what has. been 
forced on Georgia by the boll wee- 
vil. Southern states west of Geor- 
gia, which came earlier in the line 
of march of cotton’s enemy from 
the Rio Grande to the Atlantic, 
adopted the same strategy, namely, 
diversified farming. The enforced 
farm program has proved good for 
them; undoubtedly it will prove the 
same for Georgia. 

The State College of Agriculture 
in Georgia, as explained by The 
Constitution, has prepared the new 
Georgia farm program after an in- 
vestigation which has. convinced 
the experts of the college that prof- 
itable “all cotton farming” is a 
thing of the past and that hence- 
forward the farmer “who does not 
provide for himself and family on 


fer hardship, if not hunger.” The 
College of Agriculture calls atten- 
tion to the money Georgia spends 
annually for food and feedstuffs 
produced outside the state—$150,- 
000,000! 

No more than thirty years ago, 
according to a report of the state 
department of agriculture in Louis- 
iana, the planters in that state did 
not raise enough corn to feed their 
mules. The boll weevil changed 
that. Louisiana exported its first 
corn in 1910. Both in Louisiana 
and MissisSippi former large cot- 
ton plantations have been divided 
into small farms. Cotton is still 
grown, as it will still be grown In 
Georgia, but the old “all cotton” sys- 
tem has gone. The progress in 
southern farming in the last quar- 
ter of century is good warrant for 
expecting that the “scientific and 
intensive” cultivation which the 
southern farm schools are calling 
for will soon ‘be general in the 
south.

The accident formed a dramatic 
finish to the race, which was a 
blood-stirring contest from the first 
heat. When the horses were sent 
away Gray, driving Mabelle Direct, 
Started outto make a runaway of 
the race. At the first quarter he 
was way out in front, and held his 
lead all the way. Right in the 
stretch, however, gored cf made a 
desperate drive and was closing fast 
as the horses flashed under the 
wire. Had the race been 25 vards 
farther, he would have nosed out 
Mabelle Direct. 

Fastest Quarter of Meet, 

In the next heat, all three drivers 
Started out to furnish a horse race. 
Again Mabelle Direct took the lead, 
but was so pushed in the first quar- 
ter by Keener, driving D. W. Malo- 
ney, and Murphy, with Peter Hen- 
ley, that they reeled off the quarter 
in 30, the fastest first quarter of 
the meeting.
